Buchanan  Committee  Clique 

'Yus  Arrogant  and  Lawless 

Washington  —  America’s 
leading  Communists,  Social¬ 
ists,  One  Worldcrs  and  Red 
Fail-  Dealers  are  looking  for¬ 
ward  with  great  glee  to  the 
early  silencing  of  one  of 
their  most  aggressive  and  ef¬ 
fective  opponents.  On  April 
9th,  Joseph  P.  Kamp,  Vice 
Chairman  of  the  Constitution¬ 
al  Educational  League,  will  go 
on  trial  in  Federal  Court  here 
on  charges  of  ‘contempt’  of  the 
Buchanan  Committee  to  in¬ 
vestigate  lobbying.  If  found 
guilty,  Kamp  may  get  a  year 
in  jail  and  be  fined  $1,001). 

The  case  against  Kamp  is 
based  on  his  alleged  failure 
to  comply  with  the  demands 
what  he  declares,  was  “an 
illegal  subpoena,  issued  with¬ 
out  Committee  approval,  and 
signed  by  a  cheap  thief  who 
was  elected  to  Congress  with 
Communist  support.’’ 

Mr.  Kamp  emphasized  today 
that  his  organization  had 
never  engaged  in  lobbying, 
and  that  its  activities  consist 
solely  of  combating  “the  en¬ 
emies  of  our  country.”  In  a 
statement  to  the  press  at  the’ 
time  of  his  arrest  he  said: 

“I  resisted  the  demands  of 
an  arrogant,  lawless  clique  on

the  Buchanun  Committee  be¬ 
cause  they  had  no  legal  right 
to  the  names  of  purchasers  of 
our  literature  and  of  contribu¬ 
tors  to  our  fight  against  Com¬ 
munism.  More  than  101)  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress,  who  voted 
against  citing  me  for  con¬ 
tempt,  agreed  with  my  con¬ 
tention.

While  he  expects  a  quick  ac¬ 
quittal,  Kamp  declared  the 
real  issue  is  of  more  serious 
c°ooern  to  the  nation. 

“The  independence  and  in¬ 
tegrity  of  Congress,  and  the 
very  life  of  Constitutional  gov¬ 
ernment  are  at  stake,”  Mr. 
Kamp  said.  “I  am  risking  my 
freedom  in  an  attempt  to  put 
an  end  to  a  despicable,  un- 
American.  conspiracy  through 
which  the  Communist  forces 
have  been  able  to  create,  in¬ 
fluence,  infiltrate  and  manipu¬ 
late  Congressional  Committees 
for  their  own  stealthy  and 
urposes.”

Communist  ‘Daily  Worker'  Said

In  a  dispatch  from  its  Phila¬

Pittsburgh  —  Louis  Little, 
local  attorney  who,  last  Fall, 
resigned  under  a  cloud  of  sus¬ 
picion  as  Chief  Counsel  of 
tlie  Buchanan  Committee,  may 
not  be  a  Communist,  but  he  lias 
been  around  in  Red  circles 
here.  As  an  example,  he  was 
the  principal  speaker  at  a  rally 
of  tlie  American  Slav  Congress 
at  Carnegie  Lecture  Hail,  Oak¬ 
land,  on  Oct.  l(i,  1<)47.  Other 
speakers  were  the  well  known 
Reds  William  S.  C-.ilmor  and 
George  S.-  Wuchinich. 

The  Americun  Slav  Cun- 
gress  was  cited  as  ‘subversive 
and  Communist’  by  Attorney 
General  Tom  C.  Clurk,  and  the 
Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  in  a  special  report 
described  it  as  “a  Moscow-in¬ 
spired  and  directed  federation 
of  Communist  dominated  or¬ 
ganizations.” 

■  William  S.  Gailmore,  an  ex- 
Rabbi  and  convicted  auto 
thief,  was  the  Communists’  fa¬ 
vorite  radio  commentator.  His 
real  name  is  Margolies.  He 
was  tlie  principal  money-rais¬ 
er  for  Henry  Wallace’s  cam¬ 
paign  as  the  Communists’ 
candidate  for  the  Presidency. 

George  S.  Wuchinich,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  American

At  the  time  of  the 
election  in  1946,  Fitzpatrick 
was  President  of  Local  No.  601, 
Umted  Electrical  Workers, 
CIO,  and  Panzino  was  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Political  Action 
Committee  of  Local  No.  601. 
This  union  has  since  '.been 
expelled  from  the  CIO  because 
it  was  Communist  controlled, 
ine  third  Buchanan  sponsor 
was  Joseph  Godfrey.  Section 
Head  of  the  Communist  Party. 
The  fourth  was  A1  Smith. 

The  Communist-dominated 
GrI0,,e*ccted  Buchanan  Mayor 
of  McKeesport,  Pa.,  in  1942. 
He  was  defeated  for  reelection. 

The  elections  were  hardly 
over  when,  on  Nov.  16th,  Joe 
Godfrey  called  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Provisional  Section 
Committee  of  the  Communist 
Party  at  Creation  Hull,  Mc¬ 
Keesport,  for  the  purpose  of 
selecting  a  successor  to  Con¬ 
gressman  Samuel  Weiss,  who 
had  been  elected  to  a  Judge- 
ship  and  would  have  to  resign 
his  seat  in  Congress. 

Two  other  candidates  were 
considered  but  in  the  end,  at 
Godfrey’s  insistence,  Buchanan 
won  the  unanimous  support  of 
the  Communist  leaders.  God¬ 
frey  then  directed  Albert 
Smith,  a  Communist  who  was 
business  agent  of  Local  No. 
601,  to  drum  up  support  for 
Buchanan  among  the  union 
leaders. 

In  the  meantime,  Buchanan 
asked  Fitzputrick  and  Panzino 
to  help  him  get  the  nomina¬ 
tion.  A  month  later,  after  a 
lot  of  electioneering,  they 
called  a  PAC  conference  of  all 
CIO  locals  in  the  district. 
Buchanan  was  unimously  en¬ 
dorsed  and  a  committee,  in¬ 
cluding  Smith  and  Fitzpatrick, 
was  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  State  Democratic  Chair¬ 
man  and  to  present  him  with 
a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
PAC  conference.  It  endorsed 
Buchanan  and  declared: 

“We  representatives  of  the 
labor  movement  in  the  33rd  I 
congressional  district  —  an 
overwhelming  working  class

In  each  instance,  Buchanan 
acknowledged  his  guilt  by  set¬ 
tling  with  the  complaining  wit¬ 
nesses  and  paying  costs  in  the 
criminal  actions. 

When  confronted  with  his 
record  by  Westbrook  Pcglcr, 
King  Features  columnist,  Bu¬ 
chanan  protested  that  these 
were  not  real  indictments  but 
just  informations. 

“fIe  is  a  liar”.  Pegler  wrote 
on  February  24.  “They  were 
true  bills  by  grand  juries. 

“Then  he  said  that  he  was 
cleared  when  the  true  bills 
?Irel'e  *l0,le  Pressed.  Again  he 
bed.  On  the  buck  of  each  true 
bill  the  statement  is  written 
that  the  indictment  was  dis¬ 
missed  on  the  payment  of  the 
costs  by  the  defendant.” 

Pegler  explained  that  the  in¬ 
formation  concerning  Buchan¬ 
an’s  shady  activities  came  from 
Grant  L.  Stoner,  engineer,  of 
1611  Prescott  Avenue,  Mc¬ 
Keesport,  whose  son,  a  minor, 
had  purchased  an  automobile 
through  Buchanan. 

“He  (Buchanan)  straighten¬ 
ed  up  with  my  son”,  suid  Ston¬ 
er.  “He  also  paid  the  costs  of 
the  case.” 

This  indictment,  returned  in 
1930,  charged  forgery.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year  Buchanan  was 
indicted  twice  on  charges  of 
obtaining  money  under  false 
pretenses.  In  one  case  he  de¬ 
frauded  an  automobile  finance 
company  out  of  $660  on  a 
fraudulent  lease  involving  an 
automobile  lie  did  not  own.  In 
the  second  case  he  secured 
$476  on  a  lease  which  purport¬ 
ed  to  show  his  ownership  of  a 
Plymouth  sedan.  Actually,  the 
Plymouth  sedan  never  existed.

Founded  By  Spy  Ring  Heads 

Before  being  elected  to  Con¬ 
gress,  Frunk  Buchanan  was 
Chairman,  in  his  home  district, 
of  an  organization  founded  by 
two  Red  spy  ring  leaders, 
and  branded  us  a  ‘cover  up' 
for  the  Communist  Party  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities. 

Furthermore,  Buchanan  wus 
fully  aware  of  the  Communist 
character  of  the  elements  witli 
which  he  openly  consorted. 
And  he  talked  their  lunguage. 

When  tiie  Communist-con¬ 
taminated  CIO  went  into 
politics,  and  a  Political  Action 
Committee  wus  set  up  for  the 
33rd  Congressional  district  of 
Pennsylvania,  Frank  Buchanan 
wus  elected  Temporary  Chair¬ 
man.  He  then  became  Co- 
Chairman  of  tiie  permanent 
PAC  organization,  which  had 
a  Communist  Secretary-Trea¬ 
surer,  u  Communist  Assistant 
Secretary,  and  6  Communists 
on  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  CIO-PAC  was  organized 
in  1943  by  Sidney  Hillman 
John  Abt  and  Lee  Pressman, 
In  the  following  year,  the 
House  Committee  on  Un-Amer. 
ican  Activities  investigated 
PAC  and  Chairman  Martin 
Dies  accused  it  of  conducting 
a  Communist-dominated  cam¬ 
paign  to  destroy  the  American 
system  of  Government,  and 
charged  that  PAC  wus  a  cover 
up  for  the  Communist  Parly. 

DieB  charges  were  ridiculed 
at  the  time,  but  now  Lee  Press¬ 
man  has  confessed  that  he  and 
Abt  were  members  of  tiie

Representative  Clyde  Doyle 
of  California,  a  member  of  the 
Left-leaning  majority  of  the 
Buchanan  Committee,  wus 
elected  to  Congress  witli  the 
enthusiastic  support  of  the 
CIO,  at  u  time  when  the  CIO 
wus  completely  dominated  by 
Communists.  Doyle  also  re¬ 
ceived  Red-tinged  CIO  funds 
to  finance  bis  campaign. 

Doyle’s  votes  on  two  issues 
important  to  tiie  Communists 
is  an  indication  of  where  he 
stands. 

Tiie  Communists  and  their 
friends  huve  moved  heaven  and 
earth  to  keep  tiie  truth  about 
the  Amerasiu  ease  from  Cum¬ 
ing  out.  In  1946  Representa¬ 
tive  Eugene  Cox  of  Georgia 
introduced  u  Resolution  to  in¬ 
struct  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee  to  investigate  how 
the  guilty  traitors  cscuped  trial 
and  punishment.  Doyle  voted 
against  that  Resolution. 

Doyle  was  rabid  in  demand¬ 
ing  that  tiie  uiiti-Communists 
Kump  and  Rumely  be  cited 
for  contempt.

Ex-Red  Spy  Was  Mastermind 

The  Buchanan  Committee's  so- 
called  'investigation'  did  not  be¬ 
gin  in  Washington  under  Congres¬ 
sional  auspices  as  most  members  of 
Congress  and  some  members  of 
the  Committee  were  led  to  believe. 

It  began  in  New  York  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B’nai  B'rith,  a  vicious 
Communist-aiding  movement, 
whose  specialty  is  smearing  anti¬ 
communists. 

Although  Chairman  Frank  Bu¬ 
chanan  was  authorized  to  select  a 
staff  for  the  Congressional  inquiry, 
the  first  'investigator*  was  hired  by 
the  chief  strategist  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League,  a  man  who 
calls  himself  Arnold  Forster. 

In  a  statement  which  the  Bu- 
,  chanan  Committee  arbitrarily  kept 
out  of  its  hearings,  but  which 
appears  in  the  Congressional  Record 
of  June  8,  1950,  Joseph  P.  Kamp, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Constitu- 
tional  Educational  League,  told  the 
Committee: 

"If  you  can  get  President 
£r“™“n  to  ,et  y°u  look  at  the 
f-BI  files  you  will  discover  that 
Forster's’  right  name  is  Fasten- 
berg,  and  that  he  was  a  mem- 
ber  of  the  Communist  spy  ring.” 

Forster  employed  Sanford  Grif¬ 
fith,  who  hides  his  spying  ac¬ 
tivities  behind  a  false  front  called 
Market  Analysts,  Inc.,  gave  him  the 
names  of  three  patriotic  organiza¬ 
tions  to  be  investigated,  and  agreed 
to  pay  $15,000  to  cover  fees  and 
expenses. 

The  three  anti-Communist  or¬ 
ganizations  were,  the  Constitutional 
Educational  League,  the  National 
Economic  Council  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Constitutional  Govern¬ 
ment. 

Griffith,  a  former  stock  broker 
whose  shady  practices  got  him  bar¬ 
red  from  Wall  Street  by  New 
York’s  Attorney  General,  went ‘to 
work  with  a  vengeance.  He  dis¬ 
covered  that  a  former  employee  of 
the  Friends  of  Democracy,  a  parti- 
cularly  notorious  unit  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League's  snoop  and 
smear  network,  iiad  a  relative  who 
had  a  connection  with  one  of  the 
patriotic  organizations.  He  con¬ 
tacted  this  man  and  made  a  deal. 

As  a  result  of  this  arrangement, 
each  night  or  two  for  a  period  of 
months,  a  brief-case  of  records  and 
correspondence,  stolen  from  the 
files  of  this  patriotic  organization, 
was  delivered  to  Sanford  Griffith's 
office  at  8  West  40th  Street,  New 
York,  where  photo  copies  were 
made.  The  records  and  correspon¬ 
dence  were  then  returned  to  the 
files  and  a  new  batch  was  stolen.  I 
In  this  way  more  than  1,000 
photo  copies  were  made  by  San-  I 


ford  Griffith  and  delivered  to 
Forster  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League. 

Meanwhile,  Chairman  Buchanan 
had  appointed  Louis  Little,  a  mtm- 
/  i  ®n.a'  B'rith  and  an  agent 
of  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  as 
Chief  Counsel  to  his  Committee. 

Forster  then  took  the  photo 
copies  to  Washington  and  delivered 
them  to  Chief  Counsel  Little  and 
Chairman  Buchanan. 

In  this  way  Congress  became  an 
accessory  after  the  fact  to  this  com¬ 
mon  thievery  in  New  York. 

Buchanan.  Little,  and  Staff  Direc- 
--jr  Lucien  Hilmer  had  a  field  day 
going  over  these  reproductions  of 
private  records  and  correspondence 
Then  Little  set  off  for  New  York 
with  a  crew  of  investigators.  Un- 
der  threat  of  serving  subpoenas, 
Little  intimidated  the  officers  of 
the  National  Economic  Council  and 
the  Committee  for  Constitutional 
Government  into  allowing  his  in¬ 
vestigators  to  prowl  through  almost 
everything  in  their  offices:  The 
Constitutional  Educational  League 
stood  on  its  Constitutional  rights 
and  denied  them  access  to  its  prera- 


Subsequently,  subpoenas  were 
served  on  all  three  organizations 
for  the  production  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  names  of  contrib¬ 
utors  and  purchasers  of  literature. 

At  a  hearing  of  the  Buchanan 
Committee  on  June  6,  1950,  Mer- 
wm  K.  Hart,  President  of  the  Na¬ 
tion  Economic  Council,  on  the  ad* 
Vi!Ce  .  ,  aftQrney,  surrendered 
the  information  called  for.  Dr. 
Edward  Rumely,  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Committee  for  Con 
stttutional  Government,  also  on 
legal  advice,  turned  over  98  per 
cent  of  the  information  demanded 
Joseph  P.  Kamp,  of  the  Constitu 
tional  Educational  League,  con 
vinced  that  Buchanan  was  acting 
illegally,  and  aware  of  the  Com¬ 
munist  influence  involved,  delivered 
nothing." 

Rumely  and  Kamp  were  cited 
for  contempt  as  a  result  of  their 


stand  at  this  hearing,  which  was 
conducted  in_  an  atmosphere  akin 
to  similar  inquisitions  held  in 
Nazi  Germany  and  Soviet  Russia. 
Chairman  Buchanan  and  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  members  were  arrogant,  arbi- 
lmpUl*ent  aiu*  insulting. 

When  Republican  members  of 
the  Committee  attempted  to  insure 
the  witnesses  a  fair,  if  not  courte¬ 
ous,  hearing  they  were  treated  with 
open  contempt.  When  they  took 
exception  to  activities  conducted 
in  the  Committee's  name  without 
their  knowledge,  and  when  they 
questioned  the  legality  of  subpoenas 
issued  by  Chairman  Buchanan 
without  the  authority  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  they  were  shouted  down 
and  sneered  at. 

Finally,  Republican  committee 
member  Clarence  Brown,  in  utter 
disgust,  said  bluntly,  for  the  rec¬ 
ord,  that  he  was  “amazed  ami 
ashamed  at  the  Committee's  tac¬ 


tics  and  demeanor. 

Despite  his  bluster,  Chairman 
Buchanan  was  completely  uncertain 
as  to  how  to  proceed.  He  was  be¬ 
wildered  and  befuddled.  He  made 
no  decisions  on  his  own. 

But  a  smart,  scowling  man,  with 
a  bright  red  tie,  who  sat  at  Chair¬ 
man  Buchanan's  elbow,  knew  the 
score.  He  told  Buchanan  and  the 
other  Democratic  members  what  to 
“nd,  wl,at  10  »y-  This  man 
WAs  the  Committee;  the  Chair- 
man  and  the  majority  members 
WCre,hAs.  PuPPets.  This  man 

was  LOUIS  LITTLE. 

■  ,Lou‘s  L‘«le  was  selected  for  his 
job  as  Chief  Counsel  of  the  Bu- 
chanun  Committee  by  three  leaders 
of  the  Anti-Defamation  League: 
Samuel  A.  Weiss,  head  of  B’nai 
B'riih  in  Pennsylvania,  Edgar  Kauf¬ 
man,  Pittsburgh  Department  store 
owner,  and  his  brother-in-law 
(Continued  on  pni/o  alx) 
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One  of  the  behind-the-scenes 
characters  who  helped  Chairman 
Buchanan  and  Chief  Counsel  Little 
do  a  job  on  the  three  leading  anti- 
Communist  organizations  victim- 
tzed  by  the  Buchanan  Committee 
was  Prof."  James  H.  Sheldon, 
Administrative  Chairman  of  the  so- 
called  Anti-Nazi  League,  which  is 
one  the  most  unsavory  units  in 
the  Anti-Defamation  League's  un- 
American  underground  of  spy  and 
smear  organizations. 

Sheldon  was  exposed  years  ago 
by  the  Massachusetts  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities  as  one 
of  the  organizers  of  the  Com¬ 
munists’  leading  front,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  League  for  Peace  and  Democ¬ 
racy,  and  as  a  leader  of  the 
International  Labor  Defense, 
branded  by  Attorney  General  Did¬ 
dle  as  "the  legal  arm  of  the 
Communist  Party.’'  As  late  as 
1948,  Sheldon  served  as  American 
delegate  to  an  international  Com¬ 
munist  conference  behind  the  Iron 
Curtain. 

In  1944  Sheldon  'helped'  another 
committee  of  Congress,  the  Ander¬ 
son  Committee.  He  gave  its 
members  false  information  and 
provided  a  faked  document,  which 
he  then  borrowed  and  failed  to 
return  to  the  Committee's  files. 
Joseph  P.  Kamp  and  Dr.  Edward 
Rumely  were  cited  for  contempt 
as  a  result  of  this  skullduggery. 
Four  years  later,  Representative 
Ralph  Church,  a  member  of  the 
Anderson  Committee,  introduced  a 
Resolution  rescinding  the  citation 
against  Kamp  and  charged  that 
Kamp  had  been  framed  by 
Sheldon. 

The  Anti-Nazi  League  has  a  I 
corps  of  paid  spies,  and  smearers  ' 


who  comprised,  over  the  years,  a 
motley  ciew  of  aliens,  blackmailers, 
burglars,  thieves,  perjurers,  ex- 
insane  asylum  inmates,  drunkards, 
dope  fiends,  and  convicted  and 
unconvicted  criminals,  including  a 
refugee  who,  according  to  the  New 
York  police,  was  "working  for  the 
German  Gestapo.” 

On  October  20,  1950,  the  And- 
Nazi  League  sent  out  a  begging 
letter  to  its  sucker  list,  boasting 
of  its  ability  to  do  an  effective 
smear  job,  if  given  funds.  The 
letter  was  signed  by  'Doctor' 
Sheldon. 

"Whenever  the  League  has  had 
the  money  necessary  to  carry 
through  its  investigation  to  the 
point  of  securing  public  exposes 
and  court  action,  we  have  suc¬ 
ceeded”,  proclaimed  Sheldon. 
"With  your  help  we  will  be  able 
to 'deal  with  these  merchants  of 
evil  in  the  same  effective  way 
that  we  dealt  with  Joseph  P. 
Katnp,  now  serving  a  sentence  in 
prison." 

Tims  in  his  eagerness  to  cash  in 
on  the  Kamp  imprisonment,  Shel¬ 
don  foolishly  makes  public  admis¬ 
sion  of  die  fact  that  it  was  the 
Anti-Nazi  League  width  was  be¬ 
hind  the  Anderson  Committee  in 
1944  in  its  persecution  of  Mr. 
Kamp. 

That  die  Anti-Nazi  League  had 
a  hand  in  the  Buchanan  Committee 
pic  is  indicated  by  the  statement, 
in  this  same  letter,  that: 

"This  dangerous  agitation  is  al¬ 
ready  so  fur  advanced  as  to  have 
become  the  subject  of  official 
concern  by  the  Congressional 
Committee  Investigating  Propa¬ 
ganda  and  Lobbying  Activities  in 
Washington." 
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Congressional  Shysterism 

The  Buchanan  Committee,  under  the 
Resolution  which  created  it,  was  author¬ 
ed*?  investigate  lobbying.  According 
to  Webster’s  New  International  Diction* 
ary,  lobbying  is  “to  uddress  or  solicit 
members  of  a  legislative  body  in  the 
lobby,  or  elsewhere,  as  before  a  com¬ 
mittee,  with  intent  to  influence  legisla¬ 
tion,’’ 

Definitely,  the  term  lobbyist  does  not 
include  publishers  and  distributors  of 
patriotic  books  and  literature  who  are 
engaged  in  the  task  of  Constitutional 
education. 

Any  Congressional  Committee  which 
attempts  to  make  un  effective  study  of 
lobbying  must  necessarily  start  out  with 
a  clear-cut  idea  of  what  it  is  investigat¬ 
ing,  or  it  will  soon  find  itself  lost  in 
its  own  confusions. 

It  is  to  the  shame  of  the  Buchunuu 
Committee  that  it  deliberately  projected 
and  conducted  its  investigation  of  lobby¬ 
ing  without  once  defining  its  field  of 
inquiry. 

The  Committee  was  established  by 
the  House  in  August,  194!), 

And  yet,  as  late  as  June,  1950,  in  a 
floor  debate  with  Representative  Hoff¬ 
man,  Chairman  Buchanan  frankly  ad¬ 
mitted  that  the  Committee  had  made  no 
attempt  to  define  lobbying. 

He  further  stated  that  he  did  not 
Panose  to  make  such  u  definition. 

This  curious  procedure  by  a  supposed¬ 
ly  serious-minded  committee  admits  of 
only  one  explanation. 

Chairman  Buchanan  and  his  majority 
colleagues  did  not  want  a  definition,  be¬ 
cause  once  the  field  of  their  investigation 
was  defined  they  could  not  undertake 
fishing  expeditions  aguinst  non-lobbying 
organizations  which  they  wished  pub¬ 
licly  to  harass  and  smear. 

.  H  is  now  apparent  that  the  real  ob¬ 
jective  of  the  Buchanan  Committee,  from 
the  beginning.  was  not  to  uncover  the 
truth  about  lobbyists. 

Its  objective  was  to  discredit  and 
destroy  a  group  of  organizations  which 
.have  incurred  the  ill  will  of  the  Com¬ 
munist — CIO — Anti-Defamation  League 
cabal,  which  is  Mr.  Buchanan’s  principal 
political  sponsor. 

Some  of  these  organizations  —  for 
instance,  the  Constitutional  Educational 
League  —  do  not  have  the  remotest  con¬ 
nection  with  lobbying  and  could  not 
legitimately  be  brought  within  the  pur- 
view  of  a  lobbying  investigation. 

By  scoffing  at  the  need  of  a  defini¬ 
tion,  Mr.  Buchanan  presumed  to  bring

Moscow-Flavored  Jusfice 

There  are  many  important  people  in 
and  out  of  Washington  who  rue  the  day 
when  they  acted  in  official  matters  on 
the  advice  of  Alger  Hiss,  and  thereby 
unwittingly  contributed  to  the  betrayul 
of  their  country.  Men  of  conscience  will 
find  no  consolation  in  the  fact  that  at 
the  time  they  knew  nothing  of  Hiss’s 
traitorous  affiliations. 

Likewise,  many  members  of  Congress 
will  regret  their  votes  in  support  of 
citations  for  contempt  recommended  by 
the  Buchanan  Committee  when  they  com¬ 
prehend  the  extent  to  which  Communist 
influence  was  involved  in  the  Commit¬ 
tees  machinations,  us  shown  by  the 
record  set  forth  in  this  issue  of  HEAD- 
LINES.  Honest  and  conticieutioua  repra- 
sentutives  of  the  people  will  resent 
having  been  imposed  upon,  and  they  will 
wish  thut  they  hud  known  the  truth  in 


time;  but  it  is  too  late,  the  damage  lias 
been  done.  The  cause  of  Communism 
has  ulready  been  helped  tremendously 
by  their  votes. 

However,  the  pro  -  American  leaders 
who  were  indicted  huve  not  yet  been 
brought  to  trial,  so  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Fod- 
orul  District  Attorney  for  the  District 
of  Columbia  need  not  become  accessories 
afjer  the  fact  in  this  Cummunist  con¬ 
spiracy  to  victimize  two  of  the  leading 
and  most  effective  opponents  of  Com¬ 
munism  in  our  country.

It's  Time  to  Investigate  Communism  in  Congress! 


Todav,  three  Congressional  committees 
are  at  work  investigating  Communism 
in  its  various  phuses. 

They  are  doing  good  and  usuful  work. 
They  deserve  full-heurted  public  sup¬ 
port. 

But  there  is  one  important  sector  of 
the  Communist  problem  which  lias  so 
far  escaped  all  public  scrutiny. 

In  some  respects,  it  is  the  most  deadly 
danger  point  in  our  nutionul  security. 

We  refer  to  Communist  influence  iu 
the  Congress  itself. 

While  we  have  been  searching  for 
Communism  in  the  highways  und  by¬ 
ways  of  our  natiunal  life,  it  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  ensconcing  itself  in  the  inner 
circles  of  our  national  luw-muking  body. 

It  hus  shaped  policies,  guided  investi¬ 
gations,  used  Congressional  powers  to 
smear  und  persecute  courageoiri  anti¬ 
communist  organizations. 

That  there  is  Communism  in  Congress 
will  be  a  surprise  to  many  who  take  a 
superficial  view  of  our  nutionul  affairs. 

Unfortunately,  the  evidence  of  its 
influence  on  Capitol  Hill  is  too  convincing 
to  be  waived  aside. 

Communism  gains  its  objectives  in 
Congress  in  two  primary  ways; 

U)  Through  the  aid  of  muddle-headed 
Left-Wing  Congressmen  and  Senators 
who,  consciously  or  unconsciously,  per¬ 
mit  themselves  to  be  used  as  fronts  ur 
stooges  for  fulsc-fucc  Communist  pro¬ 
jects: 

(2)  Through  the  uncanny  ability  of 
Communists  or  pro-Conununists  to  get 
themselves  appointed  to  strategic  posi¬ 
tions  on  the  staffs  of  Congressional  com¬ 
mittees,  where  they  are  able  to  guide 
policies. 

We  have  seen  painful  instances  of 
both  these  Communist  approaches  in  the 
current,  and  in  recent  Congresses, 


On  another  page,  we  tell  the  story  of 
some  of  the  Congressional  committees 
which  have  been  manipulated  brazenly 
by  such  undercover  stralegems. 

Today,  in  the  light  of  the  Chambers 
and  Bentley  revelations,  we  .know  the 
Abts,  the  Pressmans,  the  Krunicrs  and 
I  he  ills. sen  for  what  they  urc  -  clever  und 
purposcl  ut  agents  of  the  Communist 
Party. 

But  at  the  time  when  they  were 
steering  the  Nye,  the  Lu  Follette  and 
the  Aiidersuu  Committees  —  to  mention 
only  a  few  —  they  and  their  naive  spon¬ 
sors  and  defenders  in  Congress  repn- 
dialed  with  outraged  indignation  the  im¬ 
putation  that  Communists  were  involved. 

The  Editor  of  HEADLINES  actually 
went  to  juil  because  he  defied  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the  head  of  the  original  Com¬ 
munist  spy  ring  —  demands  relayed 
through  the  Anderson  Committee  of  1944 
which,  in  turn,  was  manipulated  by  an 
agent  of  the  legul  arm  of  the  Communist 
Parly.  These  facts  are  matters  of  of¬ 
ficial  public  record. 

Now  the  performance  has  been  re¬ 
peated  by  the  Buchanan  Committee, 
which  hus  acted  for  Communist  out¬ 
siders,  ami  which  had  Committee  und 
staff  members  with  Communist  ties. 

The  lesson  of  this  situation  is  in¬ 
escapable.

It  Will  Take  a  FIGHT 

vs. 

to  Save 

BUCHANAN  COMMITTEE 

The  American  Way  of  Life 

Westbrook  Pegler,  in  his 
widely  read  column,  has  torn 
the  mask  oft'  the  Buchanan 
Committee  and  revealed  it  as 
a  contemptible  smear  agency 
which  was  manipulated  by  no¬ 
torious  un-American  groups. 

He  pointed  out,  in  a  series 
of  hard-hitting  columns,  that: 

“The  so  -  called  Buchanan 
Committee  of  the  Lower 
House  wus  used  as  a  cut’s-puw 
by  u  bunch  of  whispering, 
wiretapping  political  conspira¬ 
tors  in  New  York  to  hound  a 
few  small  and  apparently 
harmless  and  high-minded  pa¬ 
triotic  societies.  .  . 

“THIS  ROTTEN  COMMIT¬ 
TEE  OP  CONGRESS  —  and 
I  repeat  that  it  was  a  rotten 
committee  —  hasn’t  had  the 
nerve  to  say  a  word  of  retort 
to  my  charges,  because  it  was. 
guilty.  Its  own  record  contains 
a  churgc  bv  one  of  the  victims 
thut  it  published  to  the  world, 
in  its  own  ofliciul  report,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  items  of  private  cor¬ 
respondence  which  were  stolen 
from  the  files  of  one  of  the 
victims  .  .  . 

“Such  perversion  and  de¬ 
gradation  of  the  Congressional 
right  to  acquire  information 
for  the  guidunce  of  Congress 
in  legislating  for  our  good, 
makes  it  iiecessury  for  the  cit¬ 
izen  to  protect  himself  at  all 
times  .  .  . 

“Congress  knows  that  it  is 
common  practice  to  entice  in¬ 
formation  out  of  witnesses 
who  are  accused  of  no  offense 
whatever,  under  a  pledge  of 
secrecy,  and  slip  it  to  black¬ 
guards  of  the  pro-Coinmuuist, 
pro-Roosevelt  press  and  no¬ 
torious  columnists  who  thus 
fake  up  reputations  as  great 
reporters  .  .  . 

“The  rogue  Senators  and 
Congressmen  who  do  this  re¬ 
ceive  favorable  publicity  as 
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their  price  for  abusing  their 
powers  and  degrading  the 
prestige  of  Congress.” 

Mr.  Pegler  declared  that: 
“Congressman  Clyde  Doyle, 
of  California,  had  the  effront¬ 
ery  to  say  that  the  Committee 
had  a  right  to  seize  any  pri¬ 
vate  correspondence  impugn¬ 
ing  the  Committee’s  motives 
even  in  confidence  between  in¬ 
dividuals,  because  that  charge 
‘involves  the  whole  American 
people  1’  ” 

Discussing  the  citation  of 
Joseph  P.  Kamp  und  Edward 
A.  Rumely  for  contempt,  when 
they  refused  to  turn  over  all 
their  confidential  records  to 
the  Committee,  he  said: 

“They  were  selected  to  be 
victims  of  persecution  by  the 
Buchanan  Committee  of  the 
House  which  had  a  mandate 
to  investigate  violations  of  the 
luw  governing  lobbying.  Their 
treatment  amounted  to  perse¬ 
cution  because  several  other 
societies  which  constitute  their 
opposition  and  which  wanted 
to  get  at  their  financial  secrets 
and- membership  lists,  were  ex¬ 
empt  from  the  same  inquiry.” 

Mr.  Pegler  named,  as  some 
of  the  organizations  which 
connived  with  the  Buchanan 
Committee  to  get  access  to  the 
privute  files  of  nnti-Commu- 
nist  organizations,  the  follow¬ 
ing  —  the  ’Friends  of  Democ¬ 
racy*.  the  ‘Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  World  War  III’ 
and  the  ‘Non-Sectarian  Anti- 
Nazi  League.’  Two  of  these 
organizations  are.  ‘maintained 
largely’  by  one  Isidore  Lip- 
schutz,  an  emigre  diamond 
merchant,  he  said. 

“Kamp  alreudy  has  served 
one  jail  term  for  refusing  to 
give  up  his  secrets  lo  Lip- 
schutz  and  his  groups  through 
the  committee.  He  is  now  in¬ 
dicted  on  another  charge  and 
Rumely  faces  jail  on  the  same 
charge  for  the  same  reason.” 

In  summing  up  the  case 
against  the  Lobby  Committee, 
Mr.  Pegler  laid  the  blame  on 
Congress: 

“The  political  hounding  of 
citizens,  the  theft  of  docu¬ 
ments,  the  acceptance  of  stolen 
documents  from  crooks  with 
axes  to  grind,  the  extortion 
of  private  information  on  ir- 
rclcvcnt  mutters  from  citizens 
who  do  not  know  their  rights 
or  who  are  afraid  to  stniul  up 
for  their  rights,  have  gone  too 
far.  Congress,  itself  now  has 
become  disreputable.” 


The  frightening  lesson  of 
the  Buchanan  Committee  as¬ 
sault  on  pro-American  organi¬ 
zations  is  the  fuct  that  Bu¬ 
chanan  got  away  with  it. 

There  was  no  closing  of 
ranks  by  business  ami  anti¬ 
radical  forces  in  the  country 
in  defense  of  the  groups  which 
were  singled  out  for  smearing. 

Nelson,  K  a  m  p ,  Rumely, 
Hart  und  others  who  were 
pushed  around  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  were  left  to  fight  their 
own  fight,  virtually  unaided 
by  the  free  enterprise  forces 
which*  they  had  so  long  cham- 

gioned  against  Socialism. 

hort-sighted  business  men, 
oblivious  of  the  fuct  that  this 
was  their  fight,  showed  a  per¬ 
fect  willingness  to  nennit 
some  of  the  most  effective 
anti-Socialist  propagandists  in 
America  to  be  publicly  pil¬ 
loried  und  misrepresented  as 
reactionaries,  and  worse,  by 
Buchanan. 

All  of  which  probably  ex¬ 
plains  why  Socialism  is  ex¬ 
periencing  such  lightning 
growth  in  America.  • 

One  writer  who  showed  that 
lie  knew  what  the  shooting 
was  all  about  was  Frank 
Chodorov.  Writing  in  the 
Washington  weekly,  HUMAN 
events,  he  suid: 

“If  the  institution  of  privu'e 
property  is  to  he  saved,  it 
needs  bold,  uncoiupromismir 
and  intelligent  chainpionsh’n. 
It  needs  leaders  who  put  prin¬ 
ciples  above  profits,  ideals 
above  convenience. 

That  there  is  a  tragic  lack 
of  such  bold  capitalist  leader¬ 
ship  was  shown  by  the  inci¬ 
dents  of  the  Buchanan  hear¬ 
ings,  he  declared. 

“Socialism  made  headway 
only  because  its  proponents 
never  counted  consequences”, 
said  Chodorov.  “They  not  onlv 
chipped  in  all  their  pennies, 
but  thev  stood  up  and  proudly 
proclaimed  (heir  faith.  They 
suffered  derision  for  their  doc¬ 
trine,  lliey  went  to  jail  for  it. 
Capitalism,  on  the  o  l  it  e  r 
hand,  has  been  strangely  apol¬ 
ogetic  and  timid.” 

A  fatal  weakness  of  canital- 
ism  is  its  lack  of  a  fighting 
press,  lie  declared. 

“Above  all  tilings,  capital¬ 
ism  needs  an  intelligent  and 
forthright  press.  It  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  long  before 
Socialism  got  hold  of  the  coun¬ 
try’s  tax-fund,  its  lean  and 
hungry  advucutes  maintained 


vigorous,  well-edited  dailies, 
weeklies  and  monthlies.  They 
were  widely  read:  that  they 
hud  influence  is  evidenced  by 
the  current  of  legislation  this 
past  2U  years. 

“Capitalism  is  too  pour  to 
support  unytliiug  with  preten¬ 
sions  to  character  and  influ¬ 
ence.  It  hus  virtually  no  press. 

“The  job  is  entirely  too  liig 
for  the  few  organizations  that 
must  coniine  their  efforts,  for 
luck  of  funds,  to  the  inade¬ 
quate  job  of  issuing  pamph¬ 
lets.  The  heat  bruins  obtain¬ 
able,  including  those  now  con¬ 
centrating  on  making  money, 
must  be  put  lo  the  fight. 
Above  all,  there  must  be 
awareness  that  capitalists 
have  nothing  to  lose  but  the 
chains  that  are  lightening 
ubout  them.” 

Chodorov  finds  _  only  too 
many  of  our  capitalists  “ready 
to  resort  to  compromise  and 
appeasement  whenever  their 
position  is  attacked.  They  have 
even  admitted,  in  one  way  or 
another,  the  charge  of  thiev¬ 
ery  made  against  capitalism 
by  doctrinaire  Socialists.” 

If  the  Buchanan  Commit¬ 
tee  performance  has  the  ef¬ 
fect  of  jolting  American  bus¬ 
iness  leaders  into  u  realiza¬ 
tion  of  these  unpleasant  facts, 
the  ordeal  which  the  pro- 
American  organizations  suf¬ 
fered  in  Washington  will  have 
been  a  price  worth  paying. 

However,  there  is  no  indica¬ 
tion  so  far,  that  business 
leadership  has  learned  its 
lesson.

Friends  of  Democracy  Used  Probe  Information  to  Hurt  Patriots 


Committee  Staff  Was  In 
Collusion  With  Smcnrers 


The  reason  why  the  Buchanan 
Committee  was  so  eager  to  secure 
the  contributor  lists  of  promin¬ 
ent  anti-Communist  organizations 
is  easily  explained.  Hete  are  the 
facts. 

Shortly  after  investigators  for 
the  Buchanan  Committee,  under  the 
direction  of  Chief  Counsel  Louis 
Little,  began  to  search  the  files  of 
patriotic  organizations,  the  notori¬ 
ous  so-called  Friends  of  Democracy 
sent  a  confidential  memorandum  to 
its  secret  suppotters  notifying  them 
that  it  had  obtained  a  list  of  con¬ 
tributors  to  patriotic  groups.  It 
announced  that  it  was  organizing 
a  campaign  to  intimidate  these  con¬ 
tributors  into  withholding  further 
support  of  movements  endeavoring 
to  defend  "the  American  way  of 
life  and  the  free  enterprise  system." 

Friends  of  Democracy  is  a  major 
unit  in  a  subversive  net-work  of 
Communist-aiding  snoop  and  smear 
rackets  operating  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Anti-Defamation  Lea¬ 
gue  of  B’nai  B’rith,  of  which  Com¬ 
mittee  Counsel  Louis  Little  is  a 
member. 

The  pro-American  organizations 
named  by  the  Friends  of  Democ¬ 
racy,  which  promised  to  "eliminate" 
70  to  75  percent  of  their  support, 
included  the  Foundation  for  Eco¬ 
nomic  Education,  America’s  Future, 
Freedoms  Foundation,  National  In¬ 
dustrial  Conference  Board,  Founda¬ 
tion  for  Free  Enterprise,  Confer¬ 
ence  of  American  Small  Business 
Organizations,  National  Association 
of  Manufacturers,  Americans  for  the 
Competitive  Enterprise  System, 
Southern  States  Industrial  Council, 
and  the  Constitutional  Educational 
League,  among  others. 

Being  aware  of  this  conspiracy, 
the  Constitutional  Educational  Lea¬ 
gue  denied  the  Congressional  in¬ 
vestigators  access  to  its  files.  A 
subpoena  was  promptly  served  for 
the  production  of  the  League’s 
records  before  the  Committee  in 
Washington.  When  Joseph  P. 
Kamp,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Lea¬ 
gue,  appeared  to  testify,  he  was 
denied  permission  to  make  a  state¬ 
ment  disputing  the  Committee's 
legal  right  to  demand  them.  Two 
days  later,  however,  on  June  8, 
1950,  Congressman  Clare  E.  Hoff¬ 
man,  in  a  speech  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  placed  Mr.  Kamp’s 
statement  in  the  Congressional 
Record. 

In  his  presentation,  Kamp  told 
the  Buchanan  Committee  that  the 
League’s  work  consisted  almost 
exclusively  of  fighting  Communism, 
that  it  had  never  engaged  in  lobby¬ 
ing  and  therefore  did  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee's  authority.  He  said  further 
that  the  Committee  could  have- no 
earthly  use  for  the  names  it  de¬ 
manded,  and  then  declared: 


"But  the  subversive  forces  who 
are  using  this  Committee  for 
their  own  ulterior  purposes  do 
wunt  these  names  so  that  they 
can  harrass,  smear  and  intimi¬ 
date  our  contributors  and  the 
purchasers  of  our  literature. 
They  boast  that  it  is  their  inten¬ 
tion  to  kill  off  our  sources  of 
financial  support.” 

Mr.  Kamp  then  went  on  to  ex¬ 
pose  die  scheme  as  a  Communist- 
aiding  ’project’.  He  explained  that 
"Friends  of  Democracy  is  headed 
by  Rex  Stour,  a  former  editor  and 
part  owner  of  the  Communist 
weekly  magazine,  New  Masses, 
and  pointed  out  that  17  members 
of  the  national  committee  of 
Friends  of  Democracy  have  a  total 
of  191  Communist  front  citations 
in  the  files  of  your  House  Commit- 
tee  on  Un-American  Activities,  in¬ 
cluding  54  affiliations  with  organi¬ 
zations  designated  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Justice  as  ’Communist  and 
subversive’.’’ 

Meanwhile  Merwin  K.  Hart, 
President  of  the  National  Economic 
Council,  in  his  testimony  before  the 
Buchanan  Committee,  managed  to

PITTSBURGH  —  When  John  L. 
Spivak,  scurrilous  Communist 
smear  artist,  was  arrested  here  a

When 
Spivak  repeated  his  libels  from  the 
public  platform  at  a  local  Com¬ 
munist  meeting,  Sullivan  had  Spi¬ 
vak  arrested,  and  he  was  held  un¬ 
der  $2,000  bail. 

Jewish  leaders  of  B’nai  B’rith 
who  were  instrumental  in  bringing 
Spivak  to  Pittsburgh,  prevailed  up¬ 
on  Sullivan  ro  withdraw  his  charges 
in  the  interest  of  tolerance,  op  cite 
ground  that  Spivak’s  conviction 
would  intensify  anti-Semitic  feel¬ 
ing.  It  was  these  same  Jewish 
leaders  who  backed  Louis  Little,  a 
member  of  B’nai  B'rith,  for  his 
post  with  the  Buchanan  Committee. 

Subsequently,  in  a  suit  against 
the  Red  publishers  of  'Secret  Arm¬ 
ies'  Sullivan  won  a  settlement  in 
which  it  agreed  to  withdraw  the 
book  from  circulation.

Is  it  the 
business  of  a  Congressional 
committee  to  blackmail  infor¬ 
mation  out  of  law-ubiding  cit¬ 
izens  by  threatening  them 
with  jail,  knowing  that  the 
information  then  will  be 
spread  on  the  record  for  the 
convenience  of  the  operatives 
of  the  smear  terror?  The  pub¬ 
lic  didn’t  demand  this  infor¬ 
mation.  Who  did  demand  it? 

If  your  committee  lmd  been 
honestly  managed  and  you 
had  made  a  sincere  cIFort  to 
perform  your  mission,  you 
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I  would  not  need  any  informa- 
tlon  from  me. 

Do  I  mean  to  imply  that  you 
have  managed  your  inquiry 
dishonestly?  Let  us  be  forth¬ 
right  about  it.  I  don’t  "imply" 
anything.  1  * 

3  I  charge  you  with  diahon- 
osty  and  I  challenge  yon  to 
»  say  in  public  what  you  told 
'  me  last  Summer  about  the 
reuson  why  you  were  avoid¬ 
ing  the  worst  of  these  ter¬ 
roristic  bunds  in  your  inquiry. 

I  ut  me  under  oath  and  ask 
me  to  tell  you  what  you  said 
and  I  will  poke  it  right  buck 
down  your  throat. 

So,  yes,  I  say  you  were  dis¬ 
honest  and  I  will  give  every 
scrap  of  evidence  that  I  pos¬ 
sess— and  it  is  an  appalling 
record  of  secret  persecution— 
to  help  the  defense  of  the  men 
you  have  indicted  for  refusing 
to  put  on  the  public  record 
information  which  would  be 
helpful  to  Lipschutz,  Sheldon, 
the  society  and  the  league  for 
their  own  purposes. 

,  Xou,  d?n,t'  need  to  be  told 

that  shady  characters  employ¬ 
ed  by  the  league  snooped  and 
spied  on  American  citizens 
when  Lipschutz  was  not  a 
citizen  himself  and  was  here 
by  the  sufferance  and  genor- 
osity  of  all  Americun  citizens. 

Why  didn’t  you  call  some  of 
the  gumshoe  operatives  who 
were  used  for  spying  by  the 
league  under  the  financial  pa¬ 
tronage  of  Lipschutz  and  the 
management  of  Sheldon?

Brandt,  an  ex-convict  with  one 
of  those  Herbert  Lehman  par- 
dons  who  was  nailed  again  re- 
cently  operating  u  racket  in 
the  guisd  of  a  cancer  charity?

Why  didn’t  you  call  Dorothy 
Waring,  and  make  this  old 
babe  tell  your  committee  about 
the  league’s  snooping*  when 
she  was  chief  or  director  of 
its  bureau  of  investigation? 

Why  didn’t  you  call  the  man 
known  us  “Colonel”  Richard 
•Rollins,  who  boasted  that  he 
betrayed  the  confidence  of  an 
employer  .  .  .  Rollins  even 
ntlgd  that  employer’s  safe  and 
absconded  with  his  private 
papers  when  the  boss  stepped 
out  of  the  office  for  a  short 
time. 

You  made  the  great  mistake 
in  getting  those  two  guys  in¬ 
dicted.  When  they  go  to  trial 
for  contempt  of  Congress  you 
will  find  that  you  have  opened 
the  door  for  an  expose  of  the 
damnedest  terror  of  moral  and 


intellectual  intimidation,  crim¬ 
inal  conspiracy,  trials  of  un¬ 
witting  defendants  in  absentia 
by  anonymous  accusers  in  se¬ 
cret  courts,  and  imprisonment 
on  trumped-up  charges  since 
the  days  of  the  Ku  Klux  lilan.

a  photostat  of  a  document  to  prove 
ir*  and  told  the  Committee  that  the 
bead  of  friends  of  Democracy  "was 
formerly  an  editor  ot  the  Coin, 
munisr  magazine,  the  New  Masses," 

The  Committee  ignored  the 
charges.  It  did  not  call  Rex  Stout 
as  a  witness.  Bur  when  the  printed 
hearings  appeared,  a  letter  from 
Stout  had  been  inserted  in  the  of- 
Ikial  record  ar  the  conclusion  of 
Mr.  Harts  testimony.  In  his  alibi 
Stout  said: 

"At  the  time  New  Masses  was 
started  it  was  in  no  sense  Com¬ 
munist.  I  contributed  some  I 
money  and  was  put  on  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  board,  not  the  board  of 
editors.  After  attending  a  few 
meetings  of  the  executive  board 
I  became  aware  that  a  strong 
effort  was  being  made  to  adopt 
the  Communist  line.  When,  18 
months  after  the  magazine  was 
started,  it  became  apparent  that 


the  Communist  faction  was  prac¬ 
tically  in  control,  I  resigned." 

With  the  exception  of  his  admis¬ 
sion  that  he  contributed  money  and 
served  on  the  executive  board,  the 
rest  of  this  siatcment  by  Rex  Stout 
was  a  tissue  of  lies.  The  Nl-W 
Masses  was  Communist  from  its 
hrst  issue,  which  advertised  the 
Communist  Manifesto,  and  con- 
rained  a  poem  by  Whittaker  Clum¬ 
bers,  whose  testimony  convicted 
Alger  Hiss.  The  second  issue  had 
an  urticle  by  Leon  Trotsky.  The 
fourth  issue  had  a  full  page  draw¬ 
ing  of  the  Communist  hammer 
and  sickle,  and  the  Soviet  Red 
Star.  Tlit  sixth  issue  had  a  pic- 
rure  of  Lenin  and  a  hammer  and 
sickle  on  the  cover,  and  featured 
another  piece  by  Troisky. 

Stout  did  not  resign  after  18 
months  as  he  claims.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  the  executive  board 
for  two  years,  and  then  continued 
for  two  years  more  as  a  contribu¬ 
ting  editor. 

Stout  s  associate  in  the  conspiracy 
to  destroy  the  patriotic  defenders  of 
our  American  system  is  a  renegade 
preacher.  Leon  M.  Birkhcad.  who 
once  tried  to  organize  a  ’Socialist 
Church,  and  who  writes  for  Halde- 
man-Julius,  the  largest  publisher  of 
atheist  and  Socialist  literature  in 
the  country,  who  frequently  ad¬ 
vertised  in  the  NllW  Masses.  The 
Communist  front  American  Lea¬ 
gue  for  Peace  and  Democracy  held 
meetings  in  Birkhead’s  ’church’ 
which  he  allied  'The  Liberal  Cen- 
ter ;  and  he  lus  sponsored  the  In¬ 
stitute  of  Applied  Religion  and  the 
Ahraluin  Lincoln  Brigade,  all  three 
of  which  groups  have  been  cited  as 
Communist  and  subversive'  by  the 
Attorney  General. 

The  Buchanan  Committee  was 
helping— and  being  helped  by— 
some  very  peculiar  and  decidedly 
subversive  people. 
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
